NEW MEXICO, NEAR GALLUP 
SOUTH OF HIGHWAY U. S. 66 
El Morro (Inscription Rock) is a massive, "L" 
shaped rock rising over 200 feet above sur¬ 
rounding country. It was a natural landmark 
to Indians, Spaniards, Americans and the huge 
sandstone Rock bears inscriptions by Indians 
using symbols and pictures, by Spanish Ex¬ 
plorers and American Pioneers. On top of 
Mesa are two prehistoric Zuni Pueblo Ruins of 
great archaeological interest. 
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
